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CRISIS FACES SCHOOL 
BUILDING PROGRAM 


Wilmington’s School Building 

Program, geared for an increas 
ing population, faces a crisis 
as members of the State Emer- 
gency Finance Board haye re- 
fused to approve of present 
plans for the proposed gchool 
off Glen Road. 

With five additional class- 
rooms needed for next Septem- 
ber, and over a dozen in the 
following year, which are not 
available, the town is faced 
with the possibility of double 
sessions in 1958, 

The State Emergency Finance 
Committee is charged with the 
duty of overseeing loans made 
by towns and cities, which are 
in excess of the stated Debt 
Limit. This in particular re- 
fers to bond issues for such 
things as schools, water de- 
partment extensions, etc. 

The proposed school for off 
Glen Road has already been ap- 
proved by the State School 
Building Assistance Commission 
which the duties of approving 
of proposed buildings. 

Basically the State Finance 
objection is that Marblehead 
is planning a school which is 
to cost about $43,000 a room, 
while Wilmington’s school is 
to cost $53,000 as now pro- 
posed. 

The local school Building 
Committee, much upset by the 
turn of events, is convinced 
that the school they propose 
more nearly meets the needs of 
the town than would that of 
Marblehead, which does not 
have sewerage systems, ap 
proach roadways, parking lots, 
or hot lunch programs. 

Special Town Meeting? 

The State Emergency Finance 
Board has proposed that the 
Off-Glen Road School Building 
Committee return to.the town, 
land that a lesser sum be ap- 
propriated.

he size of the rooms in the Wilmington Schools are 
always planned to be larger than in most cities and 
towns, so that an overflow can be accomodated. It has 
sort of gotten to be a habit in this town, to expect 
overflows in school population, and we have learned our 
lesson, in this respect. 

We don't necessarily approve of a $53,000 cost for 
school rooms at least without a chance to look over the 
figures involved, but there is something to be said for 
the School Building Committee, and they shouldn't be 
condemed for these figures, out of hand. 

But we don't think they do themselves any good by 
hiding their case under a bushel basket. 

Meanwhile a question can be asked, by disinterested 
persms - How come Marblehead can build for $43,000 a 
room, and it costs Wilmington $53,000? ‘ 
Marblehead, it must be remembered is a well settled 
community, with very little spare room. They are not 
going out into a virgin stretch of woods to build their 
new school. ‘They can't have such a choice - they must 
build where space is available. 

Marblehead has city sewerage, too. Wilmington's new 
school will have to spend money for landscaping, by 
which we mean the chopping down of trees, and the mak— 
ing of lawns. Wilmingt a will have to install a sewer— 
age system, and that costs money. Wilmington, in ad- 
dition is planning a parking yard, capable of holding 
20 cars - not too large under the circumstances, merely 
sufficient for the teachers. There will have tc be a 
lot of driveways constructed, because of the distance 
involved - and all of these cost money. 

We thirk, personally, that it is better this way, and 
we can't find any fault with this. 

But how about other things? What else is there to con- 
tribute. to the cost? 

Well, for me thing, Wilmington plans a cafeteria hav— 
ing facilities for a hot lunch program, and Marblehead 
is planning nothing of the sort. Wilmingtm plans to 
have a terrazo flooring in the corridors. Marblehead 
is satisfied with asphalt tile, which school custodian 
reports state, last aly abait 10 years. Marblehead is 
planning to leave the electrical wiring exposed. We 
could cmtinue, but this gives a general idea of the 
case. 


STRANGE THINKING 

There was a very strange bit of thinking, in the meet- 
ing of the Off-Glen Road School Building Committee, 
Monday evening. 

Readers of this paper will recall that we published 
some news last week, of their executive meeting. As we 
have said above, an executive meeting is a challenge to 
any newspaper. (ur own personal reaction is that we 
love them, just for that reason. 

But, because we published this news some members of 
the School Building Committee feel that the only way 
is "to give the news to all three newspapers*. 

Never mind the argument that only one paper is pub- 
lished in Wilmington. We don't intend to raise that 
issue, even though we could. 

What we are concerned with is the speciousness of the 
thinking of these particular members. 

Their thinking resembles that of Kawl Marx, at about 
the time that he wrote "Das Kapital". 

A man invents a better mouse-trap. OK, let everybody 
who wants to profit by that mousetrap do so Let's not 
have any patent rights to protect that inventor. Let's 
be fair. 

A merchant finds a way to cut prices, and outsells his 
competitors.’ Obyiously that merchant is wrong. He 
shouldn't do it. ft isn't fair to his competitors.’ Let 
us trade with the conpetitors instead. , 

Likewise a newspaper which is interested in being a 
newspaper, and in giving the facts of the town to the 
people of the town, goes and digs up some interesting 
news, from an executive session. So the reward-is —-

THE STORY BEHIND THE BRIDGE 
Back in the 1870's there was 
a man who lived in Reading, by 
the name of Parker. He con- 
cocted a wild idea to make 
some money out of the rail- 
roads, 

At that time the Boston and 
Maine Railroad was the road 
which ran through North Wil- 
mington to Boston, while the 
present line which runs to 
Lowell, through Wilmingtm 
Square was then know as the 
Boston and Lowell Rail road. 

Parker s idea was to connect 
the two railroads with a 
third one, which he incorpo- 
rated and called the Mystic 
Vatley Railroad. 

The railroad'was to be of 
narrow guage, and was to con- 
nect with the Boston and Low- 
ell near the site of the 'pre- 
sent signal tower, near the 
Town Farm Bridge.

He ‘succeeded in raising $20, 
300 for his enterprise, and 
started laying out a roadbed.

Parker kept on making the 
railroad bed until he had paid 
all his money in wages to the 
men who were making the road- 
bed. 


The project, of course, was 
utter foolishness. A little 
thought is sufficient to show 
this - for instance - why the 
narrow guage, which means that 
all freight had to be handled 
twice for a three mile haul. 

Probably Parker’s idea was 
that he would scare the rail- 
roads into buying him out -but 
that is just a conjecture. Any 
way, the railroads did not buy. 

During the construction of 
this narrow giage railroad Par 
ker had the bridge which is 
shown im the picture construct 
ed. It is on high ground, 
where no brook or stream can 
run, There is and was no need 
for a road, and anyway the 
bridge was too low for vehic- 
ular traffic. The bridge, to 
all apparent purposes could 
serve no function whatsoever. 

After the $20,000 was gone 
Parker disappeared and was ne- 
ver heard of again.

It was good of you to mention 
the draining plan pertaining 
to the Ipswich River editori- 
ally in the last issue of the 
Tow Crier. In order to keep 
the record straight, here is 
a brief statement of the facts 
conceming this project: 

IN 1950, the late Represent- 
ative Malcolm S. White and Re- 
presentative Frank D, Tanner 
of Reading filed a bill call- 
ing for a study of this pro- 
ject. In November of 1951, the 
sum of $2,500 was made availa- 
ble for a preliminary study 
and report of this study was 
filed in December of 1952. The 
report indicated that a sum of 
$25,000 was needed to make a 
complete study. 

In 1953, I was able to pro 
cure the sum of $20,000 to car 
ry on the complete study. The 
complete report was filed ear- 
ly in 1955, Among other things 
the report indicated that it 
would be necessary to deter- 
mine, in the event that the 
plan was carried out, what ef- 
fect it might have on the 
sources of water supply in the 
Towns of North Reading, Read- 
ing, Ipswich, and the cities 
of Lynn and Beverly.
